The value of 
tottil imports falls short of 1875 nearly 
thirty raillicn doUnrs, and tho vulno of 
that portion of tho Siiinu onten-d for con- 
•nraptioa in round nuLnberi, tweuty-fivc 
million dollars, the duty paid thuroon 
heiug S2, 528,207. CI le.ss tuau tho preced- 
ing year.' Theae figures show the balance 
of trade to have approached nearer to an 
t(lilibrium in tbo la^t than in any year 
Biuce 1871, tho excels of imports over ex- 
ports being in 1872, ^28,700,861; 187;3, 
£38.221,35'.); 1871, .<38,8(;i,()51; 1875, S15,- 
183,304; and 187G. 5512, 213, 811. Tho ag- 
gregate trade of the Dominion by count 
ries, shows that there has been a decline 
of 821,805,983 in 1876 over 1875, the 
principle volumo of which is in tho trade 
with Great J3iiiuin. This is wholly in 
tho imports, thi; iiicreii.se in tho export-i 
of the year being chielly attnbutud to 
that country. Tho trade with Great 
Britain for 1S7() stands as followH:-Im 
ports, 810,731.200; espoit.% S12,7i0,0f,U; 
excess of exports over imports t;2, 005,800 
Tho trade with tho United States on tho 
other hand bhows (jiiito oppo-ito results, 
thoiraporiH hi-hv' ^10,070,033, and the

over exports, 810,1.53,157. Tho excess of 
imports is chielly m cousequenco of tho 
very large [U-oporliou of raw material for 
■manufactures, witu coal, gr.au, Hour, A 
imported from that country aud iueludeil 
in tho schedules of free good.s, the aggre- 
gate value of which amounts to 521,730,- 
871. 

Tho value of free goods imporled from 
Great Britain is SB, 3-18, 778. In examin- 
ing tho statenient-i o! iUitial)le imports tiio 
most noteworthy featam is that I'f tho to- 
tal deficiency in value of about S18, 000,- 
000, no loBH than v-rlO.Ui)(),<Ji)0, id in tho 
olas'sea of goodssubjoct to tbo duty of 1 
per cent; this decline id traceable to tiio 
imports of cotton goods. A heavy and 
continuous fall iii prices, tho result of de- 
pression iu trade in the United Ktatos and 
England, pri.,cii>ally in the former count- 
ry where the ai.inulucluro of sa'di_ goods 
was carried to a great excess iu 1873 and 
1871, aud when a general stagnation in 
business occurred, holders of stocks were 
compolled to realize atiraraen>-oly reduced 
values. Tiie foregoing remarks will ajiply

He (tho Master 
Culler) could now annoiincu to the wen, 
as trade showed some signs of revival, 
an advance would bo given |eqnivalent 
to the reduction of lastMurch. Over 600 
men heard this statement aud loudly 
ohooretl it. 

The young Jewish couple, whoso mar- 
riage was abruptly stopped at tho Bir- 
mingham synngoguo by the recoijjt of a 
telegram from London announcing that 
the bridegroom was a married man and 
that his wife and children were leaving 
for Birmingham, have now been married. 
Tho synagogue was crowded for .some 
timo before tho commeuc-emciit of the 
ceremony, and at its eloso the brido and 
biidegroom, for whom the sbameful hoax 
had awakened a good deul of sympatuy, 
wero warmly oougrutulated by a host of 
friends. An intimation has been received 
in Birmingbam that tho author of the 
falcgram bad boon discovered in Loi.d in, 
and that means would bo taken to puni.ih 
him.

THE DEBATE. 



Mr. Fisher oiieuod tho debato yestor- 
t jrdaj in a telling speech of an hour's 
iHjgth. He reviewed the whole railway 
question and exposed the impolicy of the 
Walkenx Government in refusing to ne- 
gotiate with Edgar. He was followed by 
Dr. Tolmie, who as a large property-hold- 
er on the Island, expressed the belief that 
the railway question is iu a much more 
favorable condition since the reception of 
Lord Carnarvon's dispatch than it had 
been at any time since Mr. Edgar's visit. 
Capt. Evans, as is his wout, wua extre- 
mely energetic in lulvancing his opinions; 
but ho made no converts;— ho never does 
—for ho always speaks to the gullories in- 
•■toad of the House. Ofoourso, the gal- 
lant captain is '-ngin tho Government." 
Mr, Davie, as an iiuk'iiendout member, in 
a short bat pithy speech, declared bis in- 
tention of voting against tbo amendment, 
and defended the Govurniuent against 
tho charge of playing into I lie hands of 
tho Ottawa Governiuent— showing tluit 
Clause 2 of tho address did nul jxjsstss 
tbo signiticanco that tho Upposilion 
sought to attack to it. This uunouuce- 
ment was received with louci cheers from 
the Treasury benches, whilst tho counto 
nances of tiie Oi)position fell to zero. 51r. 
JBeaven emptied tho galleiies. Jlis re- 
marks were ill iiatn red uiul wuspihli; and 
he booaiuo so involved in a mnze o!' (pio- 
tatiousand lignres that wlicn he i^at down 
ho left everyone in doubt as to bis mean- 
ing. Hon. Mr. Smithe cloced the debate 
for the day in a telling speech. He suc- 
ceeded in exposing tho so[)liistry of tbo 
amendment and the ininstico of the at- 
tacks on the Government. 

Tho Opposition stera to have inailo a 
grave mi.') I ak(! in athickiiig tho udiire.'^s. 
'i'hoy should have allowed it to pass and 
filibustered upon some GoTornment men 
sure. As the result will thow thi\> -^viil 
receive a terrible rout and the Leader of 
tho Opposition will bo unablo to r.iily 1 
forces again daring the session ;or iiidee 
during tbn nr.tiiral lil'o of t!io present 
Hou^ie. Tho Oppusitiou, after tlio defeat 
of tho amendment, will bo a disorganized 
mob. We gave Mr. Walkem credit for 
being a better tactician th<tn he appear 
to be. 



The Man with a Grievance. 



Mr. Beaven has got bis answer from the

Savikq Powdkr.— a naval correspon- 
dent writes to the Pall Mall G'asette:— 
"Tho Admiralty have issued a circular 
placing naval salutes on a now h.i^ii 
which has been agreed to by all tho mari- 
time Powers of Europe. Hereafter Hahitos 
will not bo returned to Royal personages 
chiefs of State, or members of lioyal fa- 
milies, or to diplomatic, naval, militiry, 
consular authorities, or foreigners of high 
dlBtinction, whether upon arrival or de- 
parture at a port, or on visiting Ilor Mii- 
jesty's ships, nor will salnies ho relnrnod 
when fired to colobruto luUional fiisfiviils 
or anniversaries. Habitus from Her Ma- 
jesty's ships will bo returned gun tor gun 
to tho national flag on arrival at a foreign 
port, to foreign Hag ollicers, and coninio- 
dores when met with at sea or ia harbor. 
Salutes to tho Lord Lieatonant of Ireland 
»nd to the Viceroy of India aro not re- 
turned. Wlien the flag of the J^ord High 
Admiral or tho Lords Commissionors of 
the Admiralty is saluted by a fon ign ship 
of war, on her arrival or on mooting, .sucli 
salute will be returned gnu for gun. 
- These roles aro to conio into general opor- 
Ation on and after the Ist of July, 1877. "

One of tho most gratifying circnm- 
Btaueos that bavo resulted from the estab- 
lishment of Conssitutional Government 
in this Province is tho liberal and nnbe- 
grudged iissistaneo that is extended to the 
Fupport of public Kchools. Before con- 
federation tho educational institutions 
were of a hybrid character— half free and 
half feo. Since that auspicious event 
the admirable F.ystem iu vogue in the 
Province of Ontario has been established 
here and itspi'ogress towards the standard 
of perfection has been steady and rapid. 
Every man who pays ouo dollar towards 
the rovenuo of the Province contributes 
about 12 cents of that dollar towards the 
instruction of tho youth of the country. 
Wo have befovo us tbo fifth annual report 
of the Suporintondent of Education. It is 
n somewhat bulky volume, and is an 
exhaustive statement of tho growth of the 
free school system during the past five 
years. Aecom|)anying tho report aro eev- 
eral valuable btatibticul tables, prepared 
with groat caro and which bring before 
tbo reader in a comprehensive form the 
comparative condition of the schools 
th rougliout tbo Province. From these 
tables ifc seems that tbo increased atten- 
dance for the year is '282, or more than '20 
per cent above that of 187.1-75. Tho num- 
ber oi children iu the Province between 
tbo ages of G and 10 years is 2,488, of 
which number 907 boys and 708 girls at- 
ti'ud school. Forty certiticaled teachers — 
11 1st, 21 2d, and 5 3d class — aroomploy- 
ed. Thirteen non-cortiflca»ed teachers 
wero employed at interrals during tho 
year. There aro -IS school houses— li'J of 
fiamo, 5 of logs, and 1 of brick and stone. 
Of this number 1 aro rented or enjoyed 
rent free. Tho remainder are proper ty 
of tho Province. For tbo year ending 
• ilst July, 1876, there was expended in 
teachers' salaries $32,220,75, an increased 
expenditure of §6,920.09 over that of tbo 
pre\ious year. It is pleasing to observe 
that tho averuge salary has been increased 
to SGl l -11. If good teachers aro to bo 
had and retained tboy must not bo nnder- 
pai<l. Choesepare in other things, but do 
not stnut or dwarf young minds by pro- 
viding them with cheap teaobers, who are 
always dearest in the long run. Tin' 
expenditure for all purposes wa8 837,97.-i - 
71 — S1,U8'J.5() less than tho sum voted. 

Table G shows that the average co.-tfor 
the year of eaeh pupil attending ttie pub- 
lic schools is if22.38; an increase of about 
fifty two cents since last year. Tho lowest 
cost is S12.25. iu Victoria, and the high- 
est S80.G5 in Prairie. The amount of 
irregular attendance is greater, being 
nearly -11 per cent, as agaiust 38.1. This 
is owing, in part, to the unusual preval- 
ence, during the year, especially in Vic- 
toria and Nnuaimo,of contagious diseases. 

All tho schools aro supplied with maps, 
globes, and authorized text-books, and 
nearly all with blackboards. There has 
been an increased number of school books 
distributed and sold. The travelling ex- 
penses of tho Sujjerintoudent have been 
loss than one-half the amount in previous 
years, owing to the presence of a deputy 
.on tho Mainland which has relieved the 
Superintendent from the duty of visiting 
tho interior. 

Table L states that during the five years 
now neiuly expired since our protont 
school Bvst'.'m was ostrtblishod, tho iiuin- 
Iht of public schools has increased from 
M to -10— nearly 300 per cent. Iu the 
same time tho number of teachers has 
inoreasfd from 13 to 60— almost iOO per 
cent. In 1872 tho male teachers out- 
numliered tho fenrdes, being mora than 
two to one; in 187.'! females Were in the 
majority; in 1.S71 the .sexes were ovin; in 
IM";') seven additional male teacnors were 
ciiiployeil and only ono female; in 187C 
tho teaching stall" was increased by four 
males and six females. The amount paid 
fur teacher' salaries has nearly quadrujd- 
( d diiririg the five years under considora- 
ti. o, it liiiviug increased from S8 375 to 
5<:32,220.7r). 

School accommodation has kept pace 
with the inereaso in attendance. Com- 
mencing with twelve scliool houses in 
1872, and most of them very much ont of 
rei.iair. we now have forty, neiirly »]1 iji 
eood urder and tolerably well furnished. 
Of the Iweiity-two now buildings erected 
lim ing tho past live years, twenty were 
conipuratively inexpensive. The cost of 
the now school hotise in Victoria being 
mucli greater than that of all the others 
combined, if we except tl:o Cache Crjck 
Boarding School built in 1873 and en- 
larged in 1875, at tho cost of more than 
^r'J,OUO. 

Of IGO applicants for the High School 
68or42>iper cent, pa.ssed, more than 
three-fourths of those who passrd being 
from tho Victoria Scboidn. In all the 
rest of tho Province, outside of Victoriii, 
Cedar Hill and North Cowichao, only 5 
pupils Hiicceodod in obtaioiug admission. 

Tho Suporintondent suggests the for- 
mation of a nucleus of a teachers' siiper- 
annuaiion fund, Governiueut granting 
.S.'jQO per annum, and each teacher contri- 
huting one per cent, of lii.>j or her salary 
towiirds tho fund, from which, at tho end 
of the term of service, a small income 
would In) dcrivo.l; und in o.-iso nl tlio 
death of tlio leaciier ueiore arriving ui, iliu 
pensioning age, tlio.so dependent ou the 
salary would receive back, with interest, 
the amount their breadwinner had paid' 
into the fund. During tho year 7'2r) let- 
ters were received and 'JGS written at the 
Education OfTico. Tho Superintendent 
traveled 2,223 miles at u cost of ir> cents 
per milodui iuu' 1875-7(!. Tho school-going 
po])uliifion of Victoria is stated at 1013 — 
51(5 ijoys and 527 girls, an inereaso in ouo 
year 231 Fivo-hundred and .forty-five 
puijils received education in this 'city, 
and during tho same period 172 cbililreu 
between the ages of (i and IG aro not in 
atlemlanco on any school, and tho Siip^r- 
lutoiuloiit sng;,'est3 tlio application of tlio 
compuUory clauses of the School Act to 
compel their atteDdanoo. In tho High 
School competitive examination it is nu n- 
tioned that Master John Newbury headed 
tho li-t among the boys with 'J2>^ per 
cent, of marks, and Miss Anderson tho 
girls, with 1)0 por cent. Somo spoco is 
given to an account of tho visit of Lord 
and Lady Dufforin to the public schools 
of Victoria; and then follows a review of 
the educational condition of other school 
districts. Nanaimo has 275 children of 
sidiool ago, all of Tfhom attend somB 
school. Only one boy from this school 
passed to tho High School; but tho Su- 
porintondent speaks very highly of tho 
state of efflcionoy in which ho found tlio 
scdiool and Boholara, Two pages aro oc- 
cupied with Mr. Clomitson's report on the 
Cache Ciofk Hoard ing School. Tho re- 
port points out what was required to re- 
store tho establishmout to the state of 
effloie^iojr ooutomplatod by the Act, and 
Government are shown to have acted with 
promptilude and liberality in meeting tho 
TiewB of Mr, Oiomitson, Ibo nmAfadev 



of tho report is confined to a statement of 
tho finnnciul condition of tho various 
schools, which, though interesting, want 
of space compels us to pass over for the 
present. Tho Suporintondent concludes 
his valuable and perspicuous report 
(which wo highly commend to tho peru- 
sal of all who take an interest in tho 
groafcauso of Free Education) as follows: 

"Under -the 'Consolidated Public 
School Act, 187G,' tho machinery for com- 
pelling habitual absentees to attend 
school is BO simple, and so easily applied, 
that non-atlendaneo should bo much low- 
er than it is. In no instance, so far, has 
the law been i)ut iu forco, although in 
several districts its application would bo 
of use; and in some, probably, it might 
prevent a withdrowalof school privileges."

out any certificates from medical practi- 
tioners; this year tho number has been 
reduced to 28. Still there is room for 
improvement. Tho marriage returns, the 
Registrar has every reason to bolicve, 
fairly represent thoactual iiumborof mar- 
riages for tho year, but neither tho birth 
returns nor deaths have yet arrived at a 
very satisfactory standard, owiug no doubt 
to tho uncertainty which exists in the 
public mind as to,:vho is charged with 
the duty of reporting births and deaths.

SECOND SESSION. 

Tuesday, Feb. 27tli, 1877. 
The Speaker took tho Cliuir at 2;05 p.m. 

OOVKUNOIi'a Si'EICCU. 

Consideration of tiie speeoh was resum- 
ed. 

Mr. Fisher snid tliatuftor tlia eruptiou 
of volcanicj uloqueiice lliiit w is launched 
upoa hoa. moiuboia yesterdiiy, ho could 
Bcaroeljr expect to command the attention 
of the House for any fjro.ii length of time, 
lu 1871 a schemo was stiirted by Sir John 
Macdouald for ti;o (Miistnictiou " of tho 
Canadiau Paeilk- K.iilaay. It was an ad- 
mirable achoiii'.' for H"L'iiriiii,' to ii« the 
full beuetits of Confedoi utiou, and Sir 
Hugh Allan came forwuni to ansist in c;ir- 
rjriag the sohenie out. But tho project 
failed nnd the Macdouald Governmout 
wont down under the loud of tho Paoitic 
•caudal. Cun pioiions among the Bbare- 
holdera in that company was the name of 
Walkem [langhlerj. Whau iho Macken 
aie Goverumeut eame inio power ho (Mr. 
Fiaher) feared that the railway would 
fail, and BO exprosi-ed himself on all oc- 
casioDB. He had great coutidoLue in Mac- 
donald, but ho had none in Maokenzin. 
But, sir. there was a gentleman in tho 
House who reported Mr. Mackenzie as an 
honest man, and not only as »n honest 
m^n but a btoiiemason ! What in tlio 
world stonemagouery had to do with 
building the railway he did not know [a 
laugh]. Mackenzie ultimatoly abandon- 
ed his first scheme and took up Macdou- 
ald't). It he (Mr. Waikem) has changed 
his opinion of Mr. Mackenzie, this House 
was not to blame any more than if ha had 
changed his o|)iiiion of hid poisonal 
friend Mr. Uladstono. When Mr. E Igar 
oame here he t^houkl have been treated 
with, and should not have beeu allowed 
to leave until the Muckenzie Government 
was pledged to tho Island ruih?ay. Ed- 
gar had scarcely gone when our able 
statesman Btartod off to Londoo — whiob 
he was very anx oiis to visit— and he re- 
turned with tho infoiuiatii)n that thrre 
bad been no alteration of tho terms. Ha 
bad doubled tho time in which tho rail- 
way was to be builr, aud still he mid 
there had been no alteration. The hon 
gentleman hero reviewed the railway 
clause of the Bpcoch and asked if there 
was a man in tho country who did unt, 
■vrith the Goverolnent, "re;,'ret" that lbs 
railwBj qnestion was still in "abeyance ?" 
The Speech further said tiiat it viewed 
■with, "gome degree of satisfaction" that 
■*rter tho delay of a "single season" 
railway work would be commenced. Thj 
amendinont of .Mr. Walkem said that a 
final decision was gisen in 1871. Why, 
if the decision was linal, had there 
beau 80 sanoh agitation since ? Lord Car- 
DarvoD promised what ho hail not got to 
jriv*. Ihe oppoituuity for the Provinoe 
■wan to hivo closod with Edgar. Tuis il 
Instrious deh gat-i of ours to London(lVIr. 
Walkem) had given out that he refused 
to accept a very lucrnlive position prof- 
fered him liy Mr. .Mackenzie through a 
near relative [laughter J. Was this bo? 
We know thnt he to'd us how ho dined 
and wined with Maekonzio [laughterj. 
Lord Uarnnrvon was not an arbitrator; 
no arbitration bond was signed. Lord 
Ciiruarvon in his lirst f(!tilemont give 
this Province very little save hope. As 
for the additional sum of 000 extend- 
ed by Lord Cirnarvon it made very little 
difference. Wo hhould have got better 
terms if wo had closed with Edgar. A 
financial crisit was looming in the dis- 
tance in Ciuiada, and if Canada's credit 
bad not stood high it could not have pro 
cured money except at very high raios of 
interest. He did not, bcdiovo tho Cana- 
diaus intended to abandon tho sidiemo of 
ft railway. The leader of tlie Opposition 
yostorday expressed himself as of opinion 
that a "ruil would not bo laid in tho 
Province for ten years; then ho went on 
to say that if the si>eech was passed it 
would destroy the Island railway. Strango 
logic thatl Ho (Mr. Fisher) know there 
were one or two pairs of eyes on him at 
this moment that belonged to j)ai ties in- 
teroated in land rinuH [laughter]. Yes; 
ho knew more of their alTairs than they 
imagined au'l ho triisti-d ho would not 
bave to speak nioie plainly. IIo did not 
now refer to cement, laigo freights and 
machinery, and heavy commissions on oil 
of them. The Island rood wonld bo bnilt; 
but the main line would be commoncod 
lirbt, and ho didn't care where it went so 
long as it went to I he best placo. The 
Dominion money that had liren spent in 
this rroviiice by the Dominion was wiist- 
ed by the late Govornmiint. The hon. 
gentleman hero said th.it Lord CarnarTon 
had patted Mr. Wulltem ou the head and 
told him '"be a good boy and go homo 
to your ma" [ great hiugiiterj. Thero was 
not tho shadow of a fouiulatiou of tho ex- 
jBtonco of tho Oiituarvon Terms. Thoy 
bad been strangled in their birth. Were 
not Sir John Mucdouakl aud his follow- 
ers in the Senate strongly opposed to 
tho Esquimalt Nanaimo rollway bill ? Did 
thoy not throw it out? How, then, could 
the blame bo plnoed on Mr. Mackenzie's 
Bbonldera ? The gr. atoht finnnoial crisis 
ever known had occiu-rtHl during the 
three years that(;anada had boon iu default 
to thin Province for a Railway. Lord 
Carnarvon perfectly understood tho posi; 
lion and so did Lord Dufferin. Thio 
amondmont was absurd. He, tod, wonld 
^ght for Iherightnof the Froviooe; *!• 
Jtongb B little over age, he would do Uii 



share in tho atrugglo f cheers.] Tho last 
dispatch from Lord ( arnarvon was a very 
favorable one. Mr. Fisher referred tu the 
epithets used by tho Leader of Iho Oppo- 
sition as of the same character us tlioso 
resorted to by a street Arab, who dip-i 
his hand into erery puddle to get mud 
with which to bespatter bis betters 
[ehtors aud laughter.] Ho was a sup- 
porter of tho Government as long as it 
did right. Mr. Walkem had been i years 
in ofTicB and ho defied him to point to the 
flightest good thing ho had donu. The 
transfer of the cotTerdam ountruot was al- 
luded to in a aoatbing tone, and he said 
that Mr. Walkem iu bis speech bad boxed 
tho compass and taken tho compass away 
with him. The friends of the Govoinment 
should not be tempted to vote against 
the address, which hold out hopes of ear- 
ly railway work. Mr. FisJier quoted from 
tho Governor-Gouerul's Speech, of Feb. 
8th to show that tho surveys were not yet 
completed, and that it was the intention 
of Canada to complete tho road. Mr. 
Fisher said ho was not in favor of Con- 
federation. Ho was a delegate to Yale in 
1868, anil opposed Confederation thore;but 
most of the members of that Convention 
had Kot positions now. Laslaossion erory 
division was a factious one, until at last 
there was only tho ex-Premier and Mr. 
Gallagher against tho whole House [great 
laughter,] Ho defied tho friends of tho 
late Ministry to point to a single useful 
act they had done. They were fouryoars 
in oflioo and left it without driving a pile 
for the coirardam. The Canadians wcro 
prepared to do justice to this Province 
and if we followed tha good advice given 
us by Lord Curnarron all would yet be 
well. He would vote against the amend- 
ment [cheers. ] 

Dr. Tolniio complimented tho hon. 
leader of the Oi)positioii on his toned- 
down Bpecch of yesterday — on his temper 
ate manner in dealing with (lueations that 
he used to rant about. Duriug hi* abaenoo 
in California he probably bad occasion 
to contrast the condition of the country in 
which be sojourned with that of tbo land 
of hii) birth, and w«s donbtless now able 
to oxclaim with the poet (slightly allor- 
ed), "Canada, with all thy faults, I luvo 
thee still." The former Gorornmont made 
a huge mistake in not dealing witli E'lgar. 
The hon. gentleman (Mr. Walkem) bad 
led him (Dr. Tolmie) to, think ho was a 
repentoat sinner. Ho w*ent on to tell us 
how ho would carry on Opposition — the 
high-minded nnd honorable m.anDer in 
which he would deal with questions. But 
before speaking very long ho showed that 
he wanted to take a snap judgment on 
the House. The continual ranting at Ca- 
nada had done 08 iri-eoarable injury; it 
should cease. Tbo fina'noial cond ition of 
Canada was terrible. In tho United States 
every C3d tr.ider was a baukriipt; in Ca- 
nada, every 3'Jd trader was a biiiikrupt 
hear.) Canada had been highly oompli- 
mtntod by Americans for her perfect oan- 
al and railway system. Hu must say that 
he was gratified with what be bad heard 
from Canada and London lately. It had 
et him up and it had set others up, too. 
[Choers.] Tho good n ill expressed to- 
wards us by Lord C..ruarv(m and Lord 
Dufferiu was real and genuine It was a 
satisfaction to know that Victoria or 
Wo.stminstor nor any other place would 
be askod "where would you like tho rail- 
way to come?" Speculators would not 
havo anything to siy in tho matter. The 
choice of the terminus was left to oipor- 
ienced nautical men who hail no piivata 
euds to serve. Tho hon. gontlom m refer- 
red to tho improved state of the relations 
of Great Britain with her colonies. As 
to the amendment, it was a pitiful attempt 
to create diittraotion once more. Let us 
meet Csnada fairly, because ho believed 
we had now got nbont to tho end of our 
troubles and inisiui'loritainliiigi (che«r».) 
Tho M nnte of Council of this Govoi nment 
of the ad June last was to bocommoiuied, 
as it put British Columbia's question with 
regard to the railway fairly before Lord 
CarnarroD. The Leader of the Opposi- 
tion found fault with tiio alleged sirong 
languiigo used in it, but Buch a charge 
came strangely from a gentleman who, iu 
September, 1875, lo 1 at tho general elec- 
tion with tiie cry "We must flgbt Mac- 
kenzie." (Cheers.) 

Mr. Evans aaid that whether the Island 
railway was ever bnilt or not, it was of 
slight im|)ort»nco to his constituoncy ; but 
ho combattod Mr. Fisher's i)o»iiiio!i ro 
speotiug tho honest intontimis of Mr. 
Mackenzie tijwards this Province by as 
sorting that ha had taken an enemy of the 
Proviuco into his Cabinet. People talk- 
ed about the Carnarvon Terms. There 
was nosuch thing — they were Mackenzie's 
terms, and our own Government was sane 
tioniiig Mr. Miicl;onzio in keeping the 
railway iu "abeyance." [Langhtur. There 
was some applause from tho galleries at 
this juncture and Mr. Spealicr instructed 
the borgoant-at-Arms to clear the galler- 
ies if the disturbanoe was renewed.] He 
blamed Mr. Walkem for going to England 
without asking tho people; but tho only 
pledge he (Capt. Evans) had given iiis 
con-tituonts waj that ho would vote on 
every (lueslion in aceordauco with the 
dict do^ of his conscience. This was a 
national question. He only know of one 
good harbor and that was finqaimalt 
(Hear.) Mr. Blake had said if wo did not 
like tbo way Canada was treating us we 
might go. If this Province was to be 
treated in the future as in tho pa.it, it 
would be found that human endurance 
hai a limit. He (Mr. Evans) was not a 
Keparationist. (Cheers.) All ho wanted 
was jobtico for the Province. 

Mr. Davie <ftid thot bo believed every 
member of this House was opposed to 
Separation. (Hoar, hoar.) Any intomiier- 
ato stsp would oul.v serve lo iiioreaHe the 
diflicultioH of tho Province. He thought 
tho attacks ou tho Governmout were out 
of place aud not warranted. Ho did not 
regard this Oovernment as an apologist 
for Mr. Maokonzie. (Hoar.) Wo had no- 
thing to do with parties iu Canada. All 
that wo had to do was to jircfis our rights 
on misting GovornmentH and to steer 
clear of their party qua'-rels (choors.) 
The speech made no oliusiou to the rights 
of the Province hoing in "abeyanco," 
Lord Oarnarron nover said that thoy were. 
In his latest disijotch ho said that with 
tho best information at hand no serious 
commonooineiit could bo made this year; 
but that after the delay of a cinglo num- 
raor he hoped and believed railway work 
would bo commenced. Mr. Davie show- 
ed, farther, that Lord Carnarvon felt it 
to be improper to come to any oonolusion 
on tho Bubjeot until a lind of road and tho 
terminus had lioen Roloctod. Tho noble 
Lord did soein to think that tho principhi 
of eompouaation for tha Isluiid road 
should bo recognized; but the regret ex- 
proseed in tha Governor's spgech meant 
that tUo railwajf was in abeyanco and not 
the oontraot with Oanadn. Mr. Davie did 
not considar tbatLord Oarnarvon hud been 
inaaltad by kbit OoTernment (bear), and 
k$ IhoBgkt tbul wbtn Lord OMUMrroji 



bald out the assurance that after the 
lapse of one summer nj fiirlhor delays 
would occur, tho Province shoul.l trust 
him (hear.) Tho kurvoya were now nar 
rowed down lo tho Fraser route uud t 
aolecliou must foon bo lundo. If wo fol- 
lowed the ad'?ici3 of Lord Carnarvon and 
waited patiently for another year our po- 
sition would he stronger and" that of Ca- 
naila weaker should suo fail to fulfil bar 
obligations (cheers.) Ho would vote 
against the amendment (cheers.) 

Mr. Douglas said so great an amount of 
eloquence has been made use of that oer 
baps it is out of place hi* speakiog. 'He 
asked what guaranteo bave we that tbo 
construction will bo proceeded with oven 
after a short dola.7? Lord Dufiferin mailo 
tiso of a large amount of eloquence in try- 
ing to persuade us to take a money 
equivoleut for tho Island railroad; but 
neither his oloquouco uor thraata moved 
ua. He regreted much to find that Lord 
Carnarvon agrees with Lord DulTeria in 
his views, 'i'his delay so long protracted 
had been ino.-t injurious to the colony in 
uU kinds of trades. The lirst duty of the 
Government is to add wealth to tho coun- 
try and make it happy and contented, aud 
then tho people will come forward and 
voto the Govarnmeut money if wanted. 
The hopes of the po()j)lo had beon buoyed 
up tuo long by all kinds of promises to 
open the trans-oontiuental railway, and as 
yi!t he did not seo that wo had reaped 
any substantial bonelit from confedera- 
tion. 

Mr. Williams wished to explain tho 
voto ho was about to give. He bad voted 
for the memorial to England last year, 
and if ho votod for clauae 2 in the Gov- 
ernor's speech ho believed he should bo 
stultifying hiiuself. 

Mr. Beaven said iio wished to point out 
that the lust Carnarvon dispatch must 
have been hero aliout one month before 
tho House assembled. The information 
was withheld from the people. Lord 
DuCferiu found tho Government were, di- 
vided on the Carnarvon Terms. This 
House petitioned tho Queou to do certain 
things and in tho Speech tho Govern- 
ment have thought lit to introduce tha 
words "Wo extremely regret," etc., this 
was tho contoutiou of tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment thattho aifuirswas in ebeyanca,and 
ho was surprised that tho Government of 
this Province should support them iu 
that view. Ho would liko to ask the head 
of the Govoriiment whether ho knew that 
the Dominion Goveturaent had refuted 
to 1)0 interfered with by tho Imperial 
Governmout. Looking at tho Bailway 
apart from any agreement, what would 
bs the proper coarse to be adopted ? Mr. 
Mackenzie tries to show that it would 
ruin the Dominion to build tha road; he 
8-ays Briti.-.h Columbia should not expect 
tbom to buihl this road. Mr. Workman 
approved of building lo Muuitoba. Mr. 
Jones of Halifax said when tho Govern- 
ment came iutu power they sUonld bave 
repudiated the whole agreement with 
British Columbia. It ia a qusstioa that 
the Railway is not to be built if it in- 
creases taxation It is well that wo should 
know our ponition, and uulea.s we lake a 
tiriii staud wo sluil! havo no railway as 
long as we live. We are deserted by tho 
Imperial Govornmeut. Th.o ro.-'olutiou 
passed in tho Oauadlau House that the 
line should not ho built as long as it re- 
quired extra taxation, was passed by 149 
against 10. Tiie present Government bad 
simply been imtting this case off and 
ofT, and bo thought L;)rd Carnarnon had 
completely ab.indoned us If the Cana- 
dians have any wish to build tho llailway 
they can at once start on tho ssotton be- 
tween Naoaimo and Eiqaimalt; but tbey 
are unable to carry a vote to build tho 
Railway in the Home of Commons. Was 
it n-t our business to take some action in 
tho matter wh"n tuis reso;ut;ou was star- 
ing us iu tha face.
